PECULIAR IDE^S 
OF TAKATION. 


This .leclslon ot a Beaver 
county 


judge in the Greene county coal land 
valuations may be good law In Beaver 
county where the coal veins are in- 
significant in sizo and value, but it 
conflicts with common sense among 
people who are accustomed to think 
that every kind of property shall bear 
an equitable portion of taxation and 
to that end sh:ill bo assessed on a 
lair basis of Its actual value. 


It has but recently been determin- 


ed in the higher courts In some cases 
arising In Somorset county that the 
coal lands of the farmer should be 
taxed on the samo basis as those of 
the cottl operator, but Judge Holt's 
deeitjion Is per-contra. 


If a Groene county farm without 


coal ti worth $100 per acre it should 
be assessed on thnt basis; if, on the 
same basis of valuation, a farm under 
laid with, unsold coal is worth $150 
or more, it should be so assessed. 
Anything else is rank discrimination. 


It it. no answer to say that the farm 


«r is not operating his coal and should 
not. therefore, be taxed for it. 
Tho 


value is there. The coul bank is ill 
ivays solvent. The coal sunply of the 
country is limited. 
Ii Is not likely 


thnt coal lands wilt ever bo much 
lower In price. Rather they, will nee- 
cssarily increase In value. Tho taxes 
paid on them will be only added tu 
thf value and in tlu- end tho con- 
sumer will pav the hill with liberal 
Interest, and profit to tin- owner. Pew 
people are bettor ahlo to pay tuxes 
on their property than holders of val- 
uable coal lunds. 


Aside from thla, however, the Con- 


stitution, the Laws and the plain prin- 
clplos of Justice demand that taies 
shall be uniform aad equitable.
